A Terrible Fight With Three Cowboys. 
WELLINGTON, Ks., September 29.—A_ terrible 
shooting affray orcurred at Hunnewell, just after 
noon to-day. The fracas began in a dance house. 
After several shots had been fired there, three cow- 


boys, Bill Mills, Allison Carter and Al Chastain, 
came out, mounted their horses and 
rode up Main street, firing their pistols to 
the right anil left promiscuously. They 
rode down the street again on the south sidewalk 
firing into the doors and windows. When nearing 
the west end of town, the mayor, A T Hughes, 
opened fire upon them witha shotgun. Chastain 
was shot in the face, but rode on until Mills’s horse 
was killed and Mills seriously wounded in the 
back. Carter and Chastain then turned back and 
continued shooting at Hughes and the crowd. 
A lady, Miss Colder, who was _ passing 
by, was shot in the forehead, and_in- 
stantly killed.

A PLAN AGREED UPON 


BY WHICH THE SENATE IS TO BE 
REORGANIZED. 


An Arrangement Brought About that May Not Work--- 
MacVeagh’'s Resignation a Fact--The Prosecu- 
tion of the Star-Route Thieves--The Va- 
ecancy in the Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON, September 28—In their journey 
with the funeral train from Washington, the repub- 
lican and democratic senators discussed the politi- 
cal situation fairly, and reached a plan to adjust 
matters satisfactorily in the senate, without a 


wrangle like that of last spring, which would shock 


the country and be unseemly. The arrangement 
was not to be binding on those not present, but it 
itis believed the non-participants will aecept the 


and they notified their party friends by mail and 
telegraph that a caucus would be held, October 
8, at Washington, by their respective  partics, 
and, if the agreements were carried out, a joint 
committee of five would be selected to arrange dé 
tails. The result of the agreement is that Anthony, 
or some other republican, selected by the repubil- 
can caucus, shouid be made acting vice-president 
pro tem of the senate without dissent; that the 
democrats name the secretary of the senate, an 
office now vacant, and retain the present sergeant- 
select his suecessor. The  pres- 
ent committees are to undisturbed 
The senate - consists of mem bers — 37 
democrats, BO republicans, and Judge 
Davis, who will act with the republicans in organ- 
ing the senate, in accordance with his speech last 
spring, in which he claimed the organization of the 
senate should harmonize with the executive. When 
the senators from New York and Rhode Island are 
sworn in, the republicans will have the majority. 
There would, therefore, be no reason or advantage 
in taking advantage in the present situation. 
THE CABINET. 

The members of the cabinet who returned, to- 
day, called upon the president during the after- 
noon, Secretary Hunt being the first and Secretary 
Windom the last todo so. They stayed but a short 
time. The president saw but few other visitors to- 
day. Ex-Secretary Boutwell was with him for half 
an hourin the evening. He described the presi- 
dent as appearing much fatigued and somewhat 
distressed by the heat, which has been excessive for 
several days. The malarial symptoms felt a few 
days ago have passed away. Senator Jones, of 
Nevada, will return to-morrow, and Secretary Kirk- 
wood will reach here from Mansfield, with Mrs 
Kirkwood, in the morning. 

MAC VEAGH’S RESIGNATION, 

Attorney-General MacVeagh stated this evening 
that he recognized to the fullest extent the propri- 
ety of President Arthur selecting as his confidential 
advisors gentlemen who had. heretofore sustained 
relations, not only of personal good will, but also of 
political sympathy with him. Indeed, he did not 
think any administration could be strong if there 
was any ground for suspicion or distrust among its 
members, As soon, therefore, as President Arthur 
had taken the oath of office MacVeagh said he had 
tendered his resignation in writing. He had also 
assured the president ‘that the resignation 
a form but a fact, and he hoped it would 
be conveni¢nt to designate his successor by the 
time the senate metin special session.

SUPREME COURT VACANCY, 

Had Garfield lived, there is little doubt that Chief 
Justice Horace Gray, of Massachusetts, would have 
been named to fill the vacancy in the supreme 
court, created by the death of Clifford. Ex-Attor- 
ney General Devens had some pretensions to fill the 
vacancy, and was strongly urged upon Garfield by 
Ilayes. He was, however, appointed associate jus- 
tice of the supreme court of Massachusetts by Gov- 
ernor Long, and will be satisfied, it is said, by the 
appointinent to the chief justiceship — of 
the same court in the place of Gray, 
should Arthur carry out the arrangement made by 
his predecessor. Judge Gray is described by Senator 
Dawes asa man of large inherited wealth, and of 
the best blood of Massachusetts. He studied law 


| from pure loye of the profession and was appointed 


to the supreme bench of the state before he was forty 
vears old. He has never been interested in or em- 
ployed by railways or other- corporations and 
entirely free from such influences. He 
a republican, but. has taken no part 
in the organization of the party or in = work- 
ingits machinery.

SECRETARY WINDOM 
is pleased with the success of his scheme to dispose 
of the surplus revenue as it accrues, He says that 
although there was no apparent relief to the money

THE GRAND JURY. 

Itis the intention of the postmaster general and 
attorney general to push the star route prosecution 
vigorously, and .to do it immediately. Colonel 
George Bliss, of New York, will control the prose- 
eution. There is a mass of evidence all arranged 
und ready for presentation to the grand jury and it 
is positively asserted by those who are concerned in 
the management of the cases that there is sufficient 
evidence now on hand to procure several indict- 
ments. Guiteau’s case will receive the first atten- 
tion of the grand qury, but that will scarcely oc- 
cupy more than aday ortwoatthe most. The star 
route cases will be taken up as soon as other 
pressing criminal cases besides Guiteau’s will 
xdmitof. Itis now believed that the grand jury 
will probably reach the star route cases by the litter 
part of next week. A high official of the postoftice 
department, not Postmaster-Gieneral James, said to 
a. associated press reporter, to-night, tha 
because of President Garfield's condition, very 1. ttle 
progress could be made in the star route prosecu- 
tious during the summer beyond collecting and ar- 
ranging evidence; that during allthat time the 
postoffice department had been compelled tosubmit 
quietly to abuse and denunciation of the star route 
ring and its organs, but that now an active prosecu- 
tion; of the ring will be made.

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A COLUMBUS SUICIDE. 


Captain Heury McCermiekof the Cadde Belle, Takes 
His OQwa Life. 
Columbus Times. 

Yesterday morning, upon the arrival of the 
steamer Caddo Belle, the city was startled and 
shocked by the announcement that the eaptain, 
Henry M McCormick, had committed suicide dur- 
ing the previous night, while the steamer was at 
Abererombie’s bar. An investigation proved that 
the aun ouncement was too true, and every circum- 
stance led tothe conclusion that mortification at 


his failure to reach Columbus without trouble had 


caused the captain to commit the rash act. 

Coroner IT Brooks had a jury summoned and at 
oneée repaired tothe steamer for the purpose of hold- 
ing an inquest. 

Mr Charles P Springer was the first witness intro- 
duced. He stated that after they had unloaded a 
portion of their cotton at Abercrombie’s bar, the 
watehman, Lui Porter, colored, came to him and 
asced him to lonn him a pistel, ashe would have to 
reannin on the*bank to watch the cotton. He let the 
negro have the pistol. A few minutes afterward, 
about 10 o’clock, he heard the report of a pistol and 
saw Captain MeCormick fall from his bunk onto the 
floor. 

MrS J Pecot was nextintroduced. He said that 
about 9 o'clock on Monday night he and Captain 
McCormick separated to go to bed. About 100’clock 
he heard something like a clap, but did not think 
it was the report ofa pistol, until Charlie Springer 
came to his bunk rao said that the captain had shot 
himself, and said that he had done it with his 
(Springer’s) pistol. Springer said he had loaned the 

istol to the watchman and the watchman had told 
isin that§the captain came to him and said: “You 
havea pistol and I wantto borrow it.’’ The negro let 
him haveit, thinking that he wanted to go over 
to the steamer Rebecca Everingham. No one 
|} saw Lum Porter give the captain the pistol, nor did 
) anyone see the captain shoot himself. Captain Mc- 
Cormick appeared in good spiritsall day until in 
the evening, when he seemed somewhat depressed. 
Mr Peecot suid that he .saw there was nothing to do 
but to throw off a portion of the cotton, and he told 
the captain so. The captain replied that he hated 
to do that, as he had never had to dosuch a thing 
before. Lum Porter was on the go of cotton when 
the shooting occurred and did not come on the 
upper deck all. The captain. went 
out to the cotton and got the 
pistol from the watchman. The shooting occurred 
ufew minutes before ten o'clock and the captain 
died about twelve. He had had no difficulty with 
anyone and his act was a shock to everybody on 
board, It was the opinion of all on board that he 
killed himself because he was afraid the boat would 
notecome up to what he had represented it to be. 
The watchman did not seem at all confused when 
he heard of the shooting. The watehman has 
the reputation of being a good negro. 
The captain said not a word aiter he shot himself. 

Dr D W Johnson then made an examination of 
the wound and stated that, in his opinion, Captain 
McCormick had come to his death by reason of a 
gunshot Wound, entering the head about one inch 
and a half above the right temple bone, passing 
downward and backward to the base of the brain, 
pa diucing death. The wound having been washed 


any sign of powder on the head. 
depth of six inches, but failed to fing 
head being an unusually large one. 

Lum Porter, colored, was then sworn. He stated 
that the captain borrowed the pistol from him while 
he was out on the cotton and he did not hear the 
shot when it was fired. He borrowed the pistol 
from Mr Springer because he wanted it as company 
while he was watching cotton. He did not know 
how the captain knew he had it, unless he saw him 
when he got it from Mr Springer, and he thought 
strange of the captain when he came to him to bor- 
row it. He said that he had worked under the eap- 
tain before and had never had a difficulty with 
him. He did not go up to look at the captain after 
he was shot because he was always afraid of dead 
folks. He thought the captain was in good spirits. 

The jury returned the following verdict: 

“We, the jury, find that Captain Henry M MecCor- 
mick came to his death froin a gunshot wound, the 
evidence showing to our minds that said wound was 
produced by a weapon in his own hands,’’

Captain McCormick was one of the principal 
movers in forming the company which purchased 
the Caddo Belle and owned $100 worth of stock. 
Upon the organization of the company he was 
elected captain and sent to Mobile for the purpose 
of selecting a suitable steamer. He purchased the 
Caddo Belle, asteamer which he thought could be 
run on our riverat all stages of the water, and itis 
the general opinion that his failure to reach this 
city with her on her first trip without running on a 
sand bar, caused him so much mortification that he 
committed suicide. He was naturally a most sen- 
sitive man and he could not bear to face the taunts 
and criticisms which he anticipated on his arrival] 
here for his failure to make the first trip without 
trouble. 

Captain McCormick came to this city about 
thirteen years ago from New Orleans and has spent 
most of that time on the Chattahoochee river. He 
was a modest and unassummg man and was inti- 
mately known by but few. He leaves a wife and 
four young children to mourn his sad and tragic 
death. No letters to any one giving the cause 
which prompted him_to take his own life were 
discovered on his person. His death is univer- 
sally regretted, and his bereaved family has the 
heartfélt sympathy of this entire community. His 
funeral will take place this afternoon at 4 o'clock.

BEFORE A JURY. 


THE COMING TRIAL OF THE NA- 
TION’S CURSEB. 


The Witnesses Summoned and the Prisoner’s Counsel 
Selected, Among them Emory Storrs---An Inter. 
view with District-Attorney Corkhill on 
the Law Governing the Case. 


Washington Post. 

“T understand, colonel,’’ said a Post reporter, on 
meeting District-Attorney Corkhill, last evening, 
‘that you paid a visit to the jail to-day.’’ 

“I did; saw Guiteau and held a conversation 
with him.”’ 

‘‘Was any person present besides you two”’’ 

‘Yes, Warden Croeker was there, I did not go to 
the cell. He was brought out into the rotunda. He 
seemed to be in good health; I should think, . from 
his appearance, that he had gained at least ten 
pounds since he was first imprisoned,”’ 

“Was he excited when he came into the rotunda, 
or did he exhibit any nervouspess?’’ 

‘None at all. I don't think he ever appeared 
cooler in his life. He seemed perfectly easy, and 
talked ina manner to show that he fully understood 
all that was being said.” 

“What was the object of your yisit?’’ 

“Tt was tosee him in connection with his case. I 
told him that the grand jury would meet next Mon- 
day and that his would be the firstcase presented to 
them for consideration, and I did not doubt but 
that an indictment would be found by them.,’’ 

‘What answer did he make to this announce- 
ment?’ 

‘He did not appear surprised and said that it was 
allright. He had anticipated that it would come 
and could not expect anything else. He knew that 
I had a duty to perform and thanked me for coming 
to see him and notifying him that his case was so 
soon to receive consideration.’’ 

‘Was anything further said on the subject?’’ 

“Yes. I told him that when the indictment was 
found and the time arrived for his arraignment, 
there might be some preliminary matters in con- 
nection with it that his counsel would like to know 
about, and if he intended to have counsel that he 
had best secure it. I told him thatif there was any 
uttorney whose services he desired to secure and he 
would let me know, that I would notify him at 
once.”’ 

“Did he name f&ny person?”’ 

“He asked me to send for his brother-in- 
law, Mr George Scoville, of Chicago. I told him 
that I would, and I did telegraph for him to-night.”’ 


Is that all the counsel that he wants?’’ 

“No, sir. He said that he would like to have 
other counsel, eminent men, as he termed them, 
and named Hon Emory. Storrs, of Chicago, 
etna he thought would make an able defense for 
tim.’’ 

He hasnot then fully decided on what attorneys 
and the number he will employ’?”’ 

“Nothing will be done about that until his 
brother-in-law arrives and then I presume the 
matter will be settled.”’ : 

‘‘Was anything suid about the president?”’ 

‘He said, ‘I hear the president is dead,’ but I did 
notauswer him, and went on talking about some- 
thing else.’’ 

“What steps have been taken by you towards 
progressing with the.case?’’ 

‘All of the subpe@nas, on the part of the govern- 
ment, for its withesses, were sent out to-night, in- 
structing them to be here next Monday morning at 
10 o’cloek, at which time the case. will be placed in 
the hands of the grand jury.”’ 

“Will they work on it without interruption until 
it is tinished?’’ 

“Ves, sir.” A 

“What witnesses have been summoued?”’ 

‘All that I thought had the slightest knowledge 
of the case. There are somteé fifteen in all, I believe, 
among them Drs Agnew, Hamilton and all the 
physicians that regularly attended the late presi- 
dent,’’ 

‘‘Hlow soon will the trial follow the indictment’’’ 

“Very soon, 1am inclined tothink. I don’t see 
where any good reason can be offered for delay. 
Guiteau did not show his victim much of. achance 
to do anything except suffer and die.’’ 

‘Do you anticipate much excitement at the court 
house at the time of the arraignment and trial?’ 

“Of course lexpecta large crowd will bein at- 
tendance, but I believe that the trial will proceed 
quiétly and without interruption. .Great precau- 
tion will be taken, however, to prevent any out- 
burst or demonstration that might tend to serious 
results.’’ 

‘‘He will be indicted for murder?’’ 

“Ofcourse. Do you know any reason why he 
should not be?” ‘ 

‘You will try him for murder?’’ 

‘*Most assuredly.”’ 

“Then you admit that there is law sufficient 
here to cover the crime and try this man for 
murder?’ 

“T have never expressed myself on the subject, 
because I did not think it proper to do so under the 
circumstances. lcan only say now that if Guiteau 
is indicted for murder, and I am sure that he will 
be, he will undbubtedly be prosecuted for murder, 
and law suflicient will be found for it.”’ 

The following letter was sent vesterday : 

“George Scoville, attorney and counselor at law, 
Chicago, Illinois: The grand jury of this district 
will meet on next Monday morning. I called to-day 
at the jail and informed Charles J, Guiteau that his 
case would be presented to the grand jury immedi- 
ately upon their reassembling, and that I should 
expect him to plead to the indictment for murder 
by Wednesday morning at the farthest, and that if 
he had any counsel he desired to appesr for him or 
any preliminary questions, I would notify them by 
telegraph. He asked me to notify you, and request 
you on his behalf to appear at that time as his coun- 
sel, and also to request you to secure the services of 
some eminent criminal lawyer to appear in his de- 
fense. He suggested the name of Hon Emory Storrs 
as a gentleman in whose ability and professional 
character he hud great confidence, and would like 
his retention, if possible. Will you please notify me 
by telegraph whether you will appear at the time of 
his arraignment, and any communication you may 
desire made to the prisoner previous to your arrival.

THE PLACE OF TRIAL. 

The question as to the legality of a trial in this 
district now that death has resulted in another 
jurisdiction is about set at rest by a long paper, 
made public here to-day, in which Mr .Robinson, 
the assistant solicitor of the treasury department, 
cites all the laws and decisions on the case. The 
following extracts sets forth the most important 
point in regard to the matter at issue: 

“By the thirtieth section of the act of March 2, 
1867, congress has provided that when any offense 
shall be begunin one judicial district and com- 
pleted in another, every other such offense shall be 
deemed to have been committed in either, and may 
be dealt with, tried, determined and punished in 
either, in the same manner as if it had been 
actually and wholly committed therein. There 
is no doubt that the District of Columbia and New 
Jersey constitute judicial districts, ascertained by 
law, as provided in the constitution of the United 
States. The present case was, therefore, clearly pro- 
vided for smiles this act. But the law was not cod- 
ified in section 731, revised statutes, as it originally 
passed, The codifiens for some reason whic 
does not appear, changed somewhat the 
phraseology of the act referred to. They 
use the words ‘judicial circuit’ instead of 
‘judicial district,’ so that the section as codified 
reads: ‘When any offense is begun in one judicial 
circuifand completed in another it shall be deemed 
to have been committed in either and be tried, de- 
termined, and punished in either district.’ This 
change throws doubt upon the point whether the 
supreme court of this district, under this. section, 
would have jurisdiction of the offense because the 
District of Columbia may not be held to be a judi- 
cial circuit, but this doubt may be somewhat les- 
sened when itis observed that section 734, revised 
statutes, provides that such offense may be dealt 
with, inquired of, tried, determined, and punished 
in either ‘district.’ To make the section consistent, 
it would seem that the words ‘circuit’ and ‘district’ 
should be construed as meaning the same thing. 
Should there be doubt ads tothe correet interpreta- 
tion, the court would refer to tne original act.”

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A FATAL ACCIDENT. 


James Smith Killed on the Western and Atlantic Rafl- 
road. 


At 10 o’elock this morning Coroner Hilburn will 
hold an inquest over the body of James P Smith, at 
No 63 Thurmond street. 

About 7 o’cloek last night the deceased was found 
onone of the Western and Atlantic railroad side 


tracks just in the rear of the Atlanta 
cotton factory, literally cut to — pieces 
by a freight ear which had passed over him. One 
of the Western and Atlantic switch engines, under 
the control of Mr George Rogers, yard conductor, 
was engaged in shifting freight cars. On one of the 
side tracks near the cotton factory was a flat car 
which they wanted to bring up towardsthe depot. 
When the engine came up to the carit was on a track 
next toitandapole was placed between the front 
of the engine and the rear of the car, in order to 
pfish italong. Afterthe pole had been adjusted 
und the car had been propelled about: thirty feet, 
the engineer. Mr Ed Kindert, discovered the body 
of a man lyin r on the track over which the car had 
passed. The light from the engine showed plainly 
that the freight car had passed over the 
body, and a halt was at onee made in 
order to ascertain the extent of the man’s injuries, 
but when the man was reached, a glance only was 
necessary to show that he was dead, and a 
messenger was sent hurriedly for the coroner who 
soon arrived, and caused the body to be removed to 
the platform near by. 

By the coroner an examination of the body was 
made when it was ascertained that both 
legs had been crushed in two just above the 
ankles; that the left leg was bfoken in two places 
above the knee; that the right leg was also broken 
above the knee, and that both arms were broken; 
several cuts and bruises were also found on the 
head, anda further examination disclosed the fact 
that the man’s neck Wasas completely dislocated as 
though he had been hung. 

For quitea while it was impossible to ascertain 
who the dead man was, but finally a 
gentleman recognized him as James P Smith, a car- 
penter who had beefi working at Lynch & Lea’s 
planing mill on Thurmond street. Yesterday morn- 
ing Smith left his boarding house, No 63 Thurmond 
street, and went to the shop where he worked until 
9 o'clock, when he Poste off in orderto attend 
eourt asa witness against some illicit distillers. 
About 2 o’clock in the afternoon he returned to his 
boarding house, accom panied by the 
parties against whom he was a witness, and 
eating his dinner left the house for the last time. 
About 6 o’clock he was aguin seen in a bar-room on 
Foundry street, near where he was found dead, 
with the same parties. As to the cause of his death 
there is some doubt, and the police are now inquir- 
ing into the matter. Smith was a drinking man, 
and it is thought by some that he was so drunk that 
he was unable to get out of the way of the en- 
gine when itcame upon him. Others think that the 
parties who were. seen with him can give a better 
account of the death. When found his watch and 
knife were in his pockets, as also was a small 
amount of change. Smith was a young man, and 
has a wife and children residing in Haralson 
county. After securing the names of all who had 
any knowledge of the death the coroner caused the 
body to he removed to No63 Thurmond street, where 
an inquest will be held to-day. 

Saccisa ell Ee 
The Yorktown Centennial. 

WASHINGTON, September 28,—Rumors have arisen 
regarding the inability of the managers of the 
Yorktown eelebration to provide subsistence for the 
vast crowd expected toattend. The commissidners 
desire to state thatso far as the invited guests of the 
commission, visiting military and Masonic bodies 
are concerned, arrangements have already been 
perfected by which they will be comfortably accom- 
modated at Yorktown. They alone are expected to 
number 25,000. In addition to this four hotels of 
good size are being erected on the grounds of a capac- 
ity to feed from 10,000 to 15,000 guests, Smaller restau- 
rants in town will accommodate fully one-half as 
many more, They will probably be able to ledge 
10,000 people. The commissioners say besides this 
an hourly ferry service has been 
arranged between Yorktown and Fortress Monroe, 
Norfolk, Portsmouth, Richmond, West Pdint and 
Williamsburg, all of which points are within a few 
hours sail. The commission is confident that there 
will be no diffienlty in precuring lodging and sub- 
sistence for all who desire to attend the celebration. 


Fire in Danville. 

DANVILLE, September 28—This morning at day- 
break fire broke out in S H Holland’s brick build- 
ing, on Union street, which entirely consumed the 
building and contents. The lower part of the 
building was used as storesand the upper partasa 
tobacco factory for tobaceo storage. ‘he fire 
originated in the store of Grief Barrister, colored. 
The loss is estimated at $63,000; insurance, $3,000, 
S H Holland's insurance on the building $12,000, 
which not quite covers his loss; Holland 
& Hickey. insurance on their stock of tobacco in 
the factory, estimated to be worth $15,000, is only 
$5,000; Paul C Venable, stock of tobacco stored, is 
insured for $24,000, which it is estimated will cover 
his loss; A M Brico, stock of goods insured for 34,000, 
is estimated to have lost $5,500; A M McCoy, colored, 
loss on goods covered by insurance, $2,500; Grief 
Barrister, colored, on stock of dry goods in store, in- 
sured for $5,000, which is estimated to cover the 
loss; Holland’s tobaeco warehouse adjoining the 
burned building was damaged to the amount of 
about $1,000 on the building and the stock was fully 
insured,

president’s mother, states that under the terms of 
the subscription papers sent out, not a centof the 
sum subseribed can be devoted toany other uses than 
those specified in the subscription papers—that is 
for the president’s wife and children. He has this 
afternoon received two cheeks—one for $500 and one 
$250--for General Garfield’s mother, which he will for- 
ward, with any other sums received, to her, or in- 
vest, as she may prefer. The fund for Mrs Garfield 
now reaches $324,675.87.

THE LIVERPOOL COTTON CORNER. 

The English spinners are still endeavoring 
to depress the price of cotton in Liverpool by 
either stopping their mills or running on 
short time. Yesterday the Yorkshire spin- 
ners resolyed to work only. four days a week. 
The. Oldham and Ashton mills suspended 
work for a week, but have resumed operations. 
The resolution of the Yorkshire spinners 
affects 900,000 spindles—a large number ap- 
parently until the fact is recalled that there 
are forty millions of spindles in Great Britain. 
These movements to control the price of cot- 
ton will prove as abortive in the future as 
they have in the past, and the spinners will 
be compelled to accept the losses that are 
really due to a want of foresight on their part. 
They claim that the brokers have conspired 
tomake acorner, butthe truth is said to 
be that out of three hundred _ brokers 
in Liverpool not over thirty ever engage in 
speculative operations. Mr. Morriss Ranger 
and a few other large cotton brokers have se- 
cured a large quantity of cotton in the belief 
that the price must necessarily be higher. 
They knew, and the spinners should have 
known, that the last crop, although large, did 
not afford an average quantity of good cotton. 
The Ranger party knew that there was a scar- 
city of good cotton, and they knew that the 
spinners did not have a supply of it. In 
England, it should be remembered, the spin- 
ners buy raw cotton ‘and sell yarn, and an- 
other class, called ‘‘inanufacturers,’’ buy varn 
and sell cloth. The spinners in accordance 
with long-standing custom sold their produc- 
tion in advance by contract, but they 
did not buy or contract for enough cotton 
to cover the or even the greater 
part of their selling contracts. The spinners 
sold short, and now that they are forced into 
a position where they can only spin ata loss 
we do not see that they have good grounds for 
public complaint. If cotton had gone down 
they would have pocketed additional profits 
without consulting the public; and now that 
it has gone up they should shoulder their loss 
and say no more about it. Mr. Morriss Ranger 
and his associates may not be patriots, but 
they certainly are not conspirators or Wrong- 
doers because they bought all the cotton they 
had means to buy, and are holding it at 
higher prices. The spinners decided, contrary 
to their custom, to depend in good part upon 
the current supply of cotton, after selling

JupGcEe Jounx A. CUTHBERT was born near Sa- 
vyannah in 1786, but he left that city nearly a half a 
century ago.

The New Conatitution and Biennial Scasions.

When the assembled unwisdom of the state wrote 
out the constitution of 1877 it was heralded to the 
world as the acme of human perfection. It was to 
harmonize all conflicting influences, shed the glori- 
ous refulgence of statescreft’s strongest light upom 
all that was dark and sinnuous, and peace, sweet 
peace, With allits attendaut blessings was to hover 
us a White-winged angel over the commonwealth of.

Day by day, week by week, month by month, and 
year after year, it has been more and more appa- 
rent that we have made a mistake. The new con- 
stitution went through with a whoop and a hurrah, 
and let the truth be confessed, biinded by our 
prejudices against the old instrument and under 
popular clamor fora change, we bought a pig in a 
Sales and have untied the string only to find a 
skunk of most odoriferous characteristics, We 
have tried the instrument only to find that it went 
clear outside of and beyond the intentions of those 
who most strongly favored the convention, and that 
in the few brief years of its. existence it has caused, 
no end of trouble and expense to the state. ; 

We cannot undertake in the limits of this article 
to discuss all its weaknesses. The single subiect of 
biennial sessions of the general assembly being 
more than enough for the present. There ix a great 
hue and ery against the prolonged sessions of the 
legislature, and yet few who raise the clamor trace 
itto the right souree. The new constitution has 
rendered the course of legislation tortuous and 
com plicated, and in its effort to shorten and curtail, 
and thereby save expense, it has added to the very 
burden it proposed to throw off. Instead, for 
instance, of curtailing local legislation, there haw 
never been in the history of the state as much as 
there is to-day, and the rendering of its passage more 
difficult, slow, and eomplicated has resulted 
in increased expense. Biennial sessions, one of 
the boasted economic features, has cevenpes into @ 
session each year which has far exceeded the forty 
days limit, and it has been rendered necessary by 
the provisions of the same instrument, which makes 
all legislation slow, cumbrous and heavy. The elec- 
tion feature alone has cost the state van of 
dollarsannually and resulted sometimes in a less 
eflicient public service.

The legislature has been through its work 
only one day,and so many important measures 
were pressed at the very last for recognition 
that it is almost impossible to make a sum- 
mary of the important measures that were 
really passed. The work of the legislature 
mainly consisted in refusing to ehact measures 
rather than in passing them, but some very 
important measures have been added to the 
statute book. We present below a brie® par- 
tial summary of what was done: 


A General Kallroad Law. 

Probably the most important bill passed during 
the session was a general railroad law by which 
charters can be granted by the filing of articles of 
incorporation. This will prevent any such delays 
before the legislature, as was witnessed in the Gor- 
don and Cole charters, and as the theory of the 
present constitution is to have only biennial ses- 
sions, greatand fatal delay might be caused to im- 
portant enterprises if the projectors had to wait for 
a meeting of the general assembly, This law, while 
it came from the railroad commiéttee, is said to have 
been mainly the work of the Honorable Louis Gar- 
rard, of Muscogee. In its provisions there is practi- 
cally no limit to the charters that may be granted in 
the state. It so to speak takes the bfidle off and 
turns every man loose. This is a provision that is 
wise and progressive. If a general insurance and 
bank law could be passed the same in its gene- 
ral features to the above it would 
relieve the legislature of a large amount of work 
and shorten the sessions to half their present 
length, as the applications for charters, banks and 
Various corporations take up now a great deal of 
time. 

The Usury Question. 

Senator Hawes perfected and passed a bill on the 
usury question which makes some important 
changes. The maximum charged is still fixed by 
law at eight per cent, but under the new Dill the 
lender has the right to charge whatever rate the 
borrower agrees upon, and can collect the same if 
the borrower does not appeal to the law against pay- 
ing. If this is done the lender is mulct only for the 
surplus of the interest above eight per cent and not 
for the entire interest as under the present law. It 
also becomes incumbent upon the borrower to show 
that the lender has violated the law, and it does not 
devolve upon the lender to shoulder the burden 
of proof as under the present law. 


The Convict Question. 

Senator Hawes, who, by the way, introduced only 
two billsand passed both of them, introduceda 
bill upon the convict question, which passed. 
Although it came asasubstitute from the commit- 
tee, it was exactly as Senator Hawes dre Wit in all 
its essential features. It provides for the appoint- 
ment of an assistant keeper of the penitentiary ata 
salary of $1,200 a year and traveling expenses, 
Either the assistant or the principal keeper shall 
visit cach camp once every month and report to the 
governor. If they find that the lease has been vio- 
lated in any the governor is 
directed to at institute proceed- 
ings to have the lease of the offending lessee for- 
feited, and the attorney general is directed to repre- 
sent the state in these prosecutions. All persons 
are forbidden whipping any convict, except the 
regular whipping boss, who is to be appointed by 
the lessees of cach camp, his appointment to be 
confirmed by the governor. Upon the discharge of 
each person, he is to be furnished with a suit of 
citizen's clothes, and provided with transportation 
and expenses back to the county from which he 
was sentenced.

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The Election of Judges and Solicitors. 

Mr Garraid, of the house, introduced and passed 
a bill that will be of vast help in expediting the 
business of the legislature. It provides that on the 
Monday after the assembling of the legislature, the 
two homses shall meet in joint” session and 
then and there elect the judges and 
solicitors general. That the name of each circuit 
shall be written upon a piece of paperand these 
ballots put intoa hatand shaken. The president 
of the senate shall take one ballot from the hat 
when the hats are ready and the officers of the cir- 
enuit named on this card shall be elected first. This 
is done to prevent combinations being made agains! 
the later cireyjts. This bill will prevent much lob- 
bying and relieve the members of a vast amount of 
worry and annoyance, 


The Temperance Question. 

While no general temperance bill of importance 
was passed, the sale of liquor was prohibited in a 
Ereat many counties, by reason of the increase of 
the license tax, to such a figure as cannot be 
paid. Secretary Harris informs us that the counties in 
which the sale of liquor is now prohibited amount 
to forty-eight in the state, including his own county 
of Worth. Prohibition was asked foy a great many 
other counties but was killed or postponed by 
amendments which allow the people of the various 
townships and districts to vote whether or not the 
sale of liquor should be prohibited. The temper- 
ance people on the otherhand gain a great deal 
in the prohibition of the sale of liquor within acer- 
tian numberof miles of certain churches, colleges 
and academies, and altogether the session has re- 
sulted in very materially enlarging the circle of 
prohibition. 


The Educational Question. 

While the general educational bill on which eom- 
missioner Orr depended so much was defeated. the 
cause of education was very much benefited by 
rpecial appropriation. The excess of taxes on in- 
spection of fertilizers and the surplus received from 
the hire of convicts was turned over for educational 
purposes increasing the fund about eighty or ninety 
thousand doliars, which will be a very material 
benefit. An appropriation of $2,000 was made to 
the state university which insures, we learn, it be 


* ing made a free institution of learning, open.to ey- 


ery young man in the state without price, if he can 
meet the qualifications set forth in its curriculum. 
Various special appropriations were made to special 
educational enterprises including $10.000 to the ag- 
ricultural college at Dahlonega, which will insure 
its being built.

A VISIT TO THE HOME OF THE 
SOUTHERN POET. 


A Rural Southern Retreat-..A Talk with Mrs. Hayne 
--Mr. Hayne’s Characteristics---His Views of 
Some Illustrious Men---The Authors of 
Some Famous Books Spoken Of. 


Special Correspondence Constitution. 
Appiixc, September 24.—In a small vine- 
clad cottage in Columbia county, just six- 
teen miles northwest of Augusta, lives one of 
the south’s most gifted and classic poets. On 
the summit of asloping hill the snow-white 


pickets and villa, dazzling beneath the green 


foliage of oaks and cedars, present a most 
picturesque scene. Here and there small 
shrubbery, aneatly terraced yard fringed with 
white stones, make up the exterior of the 
poet's home. 

It was 10 o’clock when your correspondent 
drove up in front of Mr. Hayne’s house; and 
was invited by a servant toa seat in the sit- 
ting room. On entering, this room is peculiar- 
ly striking. The walls are pasted from floor to 
ceiling with pictures of all descriptions taken 
from the Leslie’s, Harper’s and other periodi- 
cals. On theleft of the first door is a large 
steel engraving of General Wade Hampton, 
who presented it to the poet on the dedication 
of a piece of poetry to him when Carolina was 
clad in the widow’s weed and ground under 
the heel of oppression. Above the mantel is 
a picture of Dickens, Lord Byron, 
Harriet Martineau and other dis- 
tinguished personages. Here and there 
stands an elegant of furniture, 
a reminderof the former wealth of the aristo- 
cratic Hayges. In an adjoining room is an 
extensive library of hundreds of the choicest 
English language. Near the 
isa bed

volumes in the 
shelves of this treasured 
which bespeaks the feebleness of Mr. Hayne 
in his later years, but whose restless and 
searching mind must feed on books, though 
it be at the expense of his physique. 

Mr. Hayne, befhg out on a morning ride, 
Mrs. Hayne, in a few minutes, came in—a 
lady of low stature, massive brow, dark eyes, 
and prominent features. Though nature has 
made her a queen among women of beauty, 
it did more in endowing her with such rare 
intellectual powers. Her broad and elegant 
culture has fitted her to be the consort of so 
scholarly aman. Mrs. Hayne, in her cease- 
less flow of wit, told many amusing incidents 
connected with her husband. Among the 
many, is one descriptive of a visit Mr. Hayne 
paid Dr. Holmes, The doctor was compelled, 
on one occasion, to lecture a class of students 
on “shell formation.’’ Mr. Hayne walked 
proudly along with the doctor until he reached 
the class room, but fearing he would be called 
on for a speech, took refuge on an old bench 
behind the boys. 

Mr. Hayne soon returned from his ride, and 
his presence added renewed interest to the oc- 
casion. - He is a man of polished manners and 
friendly address—about five feet six inches 
tall, of a round symmetrical figure, olive com- 
plexion, dark penetrating brown eyes beam- 
ing with intelligence, beneath an average 
projecting forehead; graceful in his every 
movement, he is a natural orator in conyer- 
sation, so much so that one cannot but be re- 
minded of the fact that he is the nephew of 
the renowned Robert Hayne, Mr. Webster's 
formidable oppponent. 

Paul Hayne was born in South Carolina, 
educated at Charleston, and before the war 
edited many papers and reviews. Among the 
number were the “Literary Gazette’ and 
‘Russell's Magazine.’ With the frost of fifty- 
one winters on his brow, he has done what 
few great poets ever did. A true “knight of 
the quill,” he retired to the haunts of a 
country home, and so successfully devoted 
himself to the muse that he supports himself 
and family by the pen alone. He entered 
journalism, not with like motives, but equal 
determination of Lady Macbeth, whose thirst 
for power made her press the cushions 
ol a throne, though that throne 
be rocked by billows of blood. What our 
people owe to the journalist the future may 
yet deeide; but we do know that such pens as 
Grady’s, Randall’s and Paul Hayne’s have 
carved the destiny of the south as surely as 
the tongue of our Cobbs, Stephens and Lamar. 

After a hearty shake of the hand and “‘glad 
to see you,” his first remark was in reference 
to the dead president. 

“What a calamity is this tothe American 
people, that they have lost so great and noble 
a chief,’ said Mr. Hayne, as he bowed his 
head with deep sorrow in his face, bespeaking 
what his big heart felt beneath. “If pos- 
sible, the south feels more deeply than any 
other section of the country; for she has 
showed more sympathy up to this time. But 
though we have lost this great good man, | 
am sure that Providence will bring good out 
of evil, and we have no need to repine at his 
We myst hope for the best.”’ 

After many topics of the day had been dis- 
cussed, Mr. Hayne was asked who was his 
favorite American poet. With a smile he 
said: 

“That is a difficult question to answer; but 
I shall be compelled to say Longfellow and 
Whittier. If you had asked me whom 

think is the greatest genius 
of =the American poets, I would 
have unhesitatingly replied, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes.. I know him personally and he isa 
most remarkableman. His wit is exhaustless, 
andin the old ‘heroic lhexameter’ verse he 
cannot be excelled. From an outburst of wit 
and humor he can ascend to the deepest 
vathos.”’ 

“Which of Dr. Holmes’s books do you con- 
sider his masterpiece ?’’ 

“The ‘Autocrat at the Breakfast Table,’ I 
consider one of the best. Such a combination 
of wit and truth; hits*at men and measures, 
I huve scarcely ever before seen.”’ 

Mr. Hayne was then asked what Re thought 
of “Uncle Remus” as a specimen of Georgia 
wit and genius. 

“IT think ‘Uncle Remus’ is the completest 
book of its kind Lever saw. It is a grand 
success In every respect. Some might think 
ita little overdrawn if they have never visited 
south Georgia or Charleston; but is the per- 
fect representation of ‘the rice plantation 
negro. Mr. Harris, I learn, is writing a 
novel for Scribner, and though a man 
may make ae success of such a 
book as ‘Uncle Remus’ and not be a good nov- 
elist, yet Lam looking forward with great de- 
light and eagerness for the appearance of Mr. 
Harris's novel. But the best specimen of 
Georgia wit, of which I can think—on a dif- 
ferent line from ‘Georgia Scenes’ and ‘Major 
Jones’s Courtship,’ which are perfect in their 
way—is now appearing in the ‘Sunny South’ 
under a fictitious name. I ain anxious to 
know the author. They describe a_ class 
known as ‘Georgia Crackers,’ and they do so 
admirably. I wish those letters were pe 
lished in book form, as they doubtless will be. 
lf published in book form they would meet 
with a ready sale.”’ 

As the conversation 
clusively on Georgia authors and _ books, 
“Manch”’ came up next in order. “I cannot 
speak too highly of Mrs. Bryan for writing 
that book. If it is a little defective in art, 
one ofits characters excels the ‘Little Nell’ 
of Dickens. She evinces very marked 
ability throughput the book, and it 
will compare favorably with the 
best of novels, It hasa healthy moral, is an 
honor to the author and Georgia, and deserves 
the best patronage of the south.” 

The poet was then directed to Sidney 
Lanier. 

His face was clouded with sadyess as he 
said: ‘Noble fellow! After struggling with 
disease for fourteen years he has at last been 
brought to death.” 

“Did you know him personally ?”

In reply toa remark that many were ex- 
pecting a beautiful tribute from him to the 
memory of Mr. Lanier, he replied: ‘‘I am 
anxious to write something on his death, but 
have had a great press of business on the event 
of the publication of an illustrated edition of 
my works.”’ 

‘Mr. Hayne, who is publishing your works, 
what will be the size of the illustrated edition 
and when will they be completed?” 

‘Lathrop is my publisher. The size will be 
about this,”’ taking from his library.a large 
| volume of Longfellow’s poems. ‘When they 
will be completed I cannot tell. The pub- 
lishers have a great many previous engage- 
ments,” 

“Will this be a complete edition of your 
works,”’ 

“Yes, with the exception of my book of 
poems for children which may be published 
next spring. My book is published by sub- 
scription; and, if the south does not do a good 
part by my book, I fear the publishers may 
lose a little on it. You know the north 
bought a great many more of my books than 
the south,”’ 

It was getting late, and here closed my in- 
terview with the southern author who has 
placed his name by the side of Whittier, Long- 
fellow, Bryant, Holmes, and the greatest 
poets of has age. 

Mr. Hayne’s inost noted poems are ‘‘Temp- 
tation of Venus,’’ the most famous of the vol- 
ume published in 1854. In 1857 a second yol- 
ume appeared, and a third called ‘‘Avolia’”’ in 
1859. “The Mountain of the Lovers and 
Other Poems; ‘‘Legendo and Lyrics’’ ap- 
peared in 1873, and in the same year the au- 
thor edited for publication the works of a 
southern poet, Henry Timrod. 

At the solicitation of Mr. H. I. Kimball, 
director general of the cotton exposition, Mr. 
Hayne has just finished the poem which is to

Gome Peculiarities of English Speakere Re- 
viewed---Oratory Evidertly at a Dis- 
count--The Field Enlarged, Etc.

E. C., August 19, 1881.—I must now return to 
the first speech which I heard from Mr. 
Giadstone. The bearing of “the old man elo- 
quent’’ was commanding and dignitied. If 
the speech—not the presence—of Lord Ran- 
deiph Churchill reminded me of Thesites ina 
Greek assembly, the speech of the prime min- 
ister reminded me of the orator of Pylos, 
“from whose lips words sweeter than honey 
flowed.’ Benevolence is the commanding 
expression of this noble face, and silvery 
speech is the characteristic speeeh of his elo- 
quent tongue. What Nestor was in a tumul- 
tuous assembly of Greeks, Mr.Giadstone, if he 
is not equally listened to, is in an excited as- 
sembly of Englishmen, Welshmen, Scotch- 
men and Irishmen. If equal deference is not 
paid to him by these, it is because a mixed 
assembly, composed in part of Athenians, 
Lacedemonians and Thessalians, was more 
homozeneous and tractable than is the Brit- 
ith house of commons. Mr. Gladstone’s speech 
was just what thespeech ofagreat government 
leader should be in debate, 
Victory was assured, but he had no taunts for 
his defeated opponents; that vietory was won 
by the prowess of his single arm against the 
difficulties, but he gave all praise to

As it was done, however, it 
is well that it was done so comparatively 
mildly, and yet so effectually. Mr. Glad- 
stone’s reply to Lord Randolph Churchill is 
regarded here as one of the most clever and 
crushing ever delivered in the house of com-

he advised him, above all things, to eschew 
facts. | 

Many other speeches did I hear the same 
afternoon which I have not time to notice. 
Lord Elecho and Mr. Gibson 
speakers on the side of the opposition: Mr. 
O'Hara, the attorney general for Ireland, and 
several of the Irish members, Mr. Parnell, 
Mr. Healy, and others, defended the bill, the 
attorney general opposing all its provisions, 
the Irish members commending it as a whole, 
but assailing certain amendments, and ridi- 
culing them as a surrender of the government 
to the opposition. The cross-fires in the de- 
bate were even more numerous and amusing 
than those which [ witnessed in the **Temple 
Forum” and at ‘“‘Coger’s Hall of Discussion.’ 
This you will readily understand when you 
bear in mind that the supporters of the Lrish 
land bill in the commons are made 
up of liberals, ~-radicals, home — rul- 
ers, land leaguers, and_ those who 
way distinctively be called agitators, whose 
sole purpose is to Keep up strife, and effect a 
dissolution of the union between Creat 
Britain and Ireland. The latter class perhaps 
embrace nearly all, if notall the land leaguers, 
and many of the home rulers. From this you 
may learn from what different standpoints 
these discordant elements supported the bill, 
and how very diflicult was the task of the 
prime minister to hold them in check, and 
keep them from butting their heads together. 
This Was no easy task. His discordant sup- 
porters, however, were managed by Mr. Glad- 
stone with consummate tact and skill, And 
yet, tothe infinite amusement of the opposi- 
tion often would the Lrish members butt their 
heads against the government and against an 
opposite faction. This is not to be wondered 
at, formany an Irishman is like the son of 
Erin who struck one of his own party while 
the latter was quietly looking out of a window, 
and, when he was expostuiated with for it, 
announced, “Faith, and I'd strike me own 
father, if he fair.”" Mr. Gladstone 
proved himself to be a consummate parlia- 
mentary leader. Never did a great general 
win so great a victory with troops so hetero- 
geneous and so divided into contend- 
ing purties. It reminded me how difti- 
quit it was for Montrose to hold 
tegether the different Highland classes 
which composed his army and keepthem from 
cutting one another's throats. And it re- 
minded me how often the great marquis was 
cheated out of a great victory by these rival- 
ries of hostile classes, Greater than Montrose 
inthe ticld was the prime minister on the 
fieor of the house of CONnLMONS, 

it may, perhaps, be asked how the speakers 
whom I heard impressed me. Exeept Mr. 
Gladstone, no one of them can truly be called 
& great orator if what 1 heard be fair speci- 
mens of their manner and style. Of one thing 
Lamfully persuaded, the age of British elo- 
quence has passed away. The present age 
cannot develop such ‘orators as the first Wil- 
liam Pitt,or Burke, or Fox, or Sheridan, er 
Grattan. It is the age of great essayists, not 
of great orators. The principal reason of this 
is found in the fact that the speakers in the 
house of commons and in the house of lords 
address themselves not to the members before 
them, or to the very limited audience in the 
galleries, but to the great mass of readers 
scattered over the three kingdoms. These are 
not present to hear them; consequently all 
eloquence of voice, or manner, or gesture, is 
lost.

But if it does 
net, and the reporter maintains his senses 
while the audience is bereft of theirs, what 
advantage to the orator, seeing that the re- 
ported words on paper have but little of the 
intense heat with which they were spoken? 
The impassionate gesture, the flashing eye, 
the lip of defiance or _ scorn, the 
play of emotions on ‘the changing 
countenance—all these, and much else be- 
sides, are lost on the printed page. The audi- 
ence one seeks to move through the reporters 
can see nothing of all this. The speaker 
can deceive by no rhetorical acts the man who 
will quietly and dispassionately read the re- 
ported debate in his morning paper. The 
sophisms, the surprises, alithe tricks of ora- 
tory will surely be detected by the unimpas- 
sioned and matter-of-fact reader, whose vote 
he isanxiousto retain if he has it already, 
and to win if he has not yet won it. For 
these reasons, and others that may be men- 
tioned, oratory in this matter-of-fact and 
newspaper age has declined. Hence the age 
of British eloquence is gone; we do not ex- 
pect to see its like again. 

There are certain common faults in speakers 
here, the reason of which I do not understand. 
In the first place, the tones of the voice are 
generally harsh and unmusical. As there are 
very few good English singers, so there are 
very few English speakers whose tones are 
musical and pleasant to the ear. It may be 
that the climate s» a‘fects the vocal powers 
as to give a certain harshness to the 
voice. Ihave spoken of Mr. Gladstone as 
silvery-tongued. When I said, I meant 
more what he says than the voice with which 
itissaid. And yet Mr. Gladstone's voice is 
the most clear and musical of all the publie 
speakers 1 have heard in England. Silvery- 
tongued, even in this sense, may be applied to 
the prime minister. 

And there is another thing which appears 
in speakers on this side of the Atlantic that ts 
not noticed in their reported speeches. I

*hardly know what to call it—how to charac- 


terize it. It is a certain stammering, or hesita- 
tion, or hem, or grunt, or hiceough—I don't 
know which, It may be a combination of any 
two, or three, or more, or all. Like Miss 
Crump’s singing in the “Georgia Scenes,” it 
may be a compound. Whatever it is, it is sul 
generi, and itis almost universal. I am in- 
clined to think that it is some affectation or 
mannerism, and that it is traditional. But 
whatever it is, itis a serious impediment to 
eloquence. Anything like stammering or hes- 
itation in speech is no slight defect in an ora- 
tor. Was this the kind of stammering Demos- 
thenes was said to have had? If he had it he 
got rid of it before he pronounced the orations 
which made his name immortal. And did he 
rid himself of it by practicing with pebbles in 
his mouth on the sea shore? Then I would 
advise English speakers to devote less of their 
vacations to  grouse-hunting, and more 
to practicing with pebbles in their mouths 
on the coast at Brighton, or on the shores of 
the Hebrides. If this stammering speech be 
an acquired habit, it has been as catching as 
the measles. For even Irish speakers in the 
house of commons who affect to despise every- 
thing English, have so far become thoroughiy 
Anglicised. 

But while English speakers in parliament 


have the faults which I have mentioned, it is 
unquestionably true that the reported speeches 
of the present leading British statesmen are of 
pre-eminent ability. They are statesmanlike 
and masterpieces of sound and logical reason- 
ing, if not of rhetorical eloquence. Facts and 
logic are much more esteemed than style and 
rhetoric. Hence they become effective stutes- 
men, if thev do not become persuasive Oria- 
tors, But that the twoare not absolutely |

He was greeted with 
noises more becoming the orgies of Bac- 
chantes, or the wild revels of Comanche In- 
dians, than the deliberations of a grave legis- 
lative assembly. His voice was so drowned 
by vociferous and uninterrupted cries of “Oh!” 
“order!” “divide!” ‘‘time!’’ used by the whole 
gamut of indignation, that scarcely a single 
word of the opposition speaker could -be dis- 
tinguished. - But none of these things thoved 
him. His sole purpose was to speak against 
time; against time he spoke, till the dial plate 
on the clock told that it was ten minutes of 
seven, and that the debate was closed. |The 
opposition were elated because their trick had 
succeeded; the government were provoked 
because victory was deferred, 

When the commons adjourned it adjourned 
to meet at 9 o’clock the same evening. The 
galleries were Cleared and the doors were shut.
